SYNOPSIS. 


A TRANSCONTINENTAL AVENUE. 


The plan to plant a memorial tree 
along transcontinental 
highways for 
each American soldier who took part 
in the World War and to mark each 
tree with a brom e 
plate 
with 
the 
name of the soldier thus memorializ­ 
ed is a pretty large order. 
It is so 
large that we are afraid it will never 
be carried out, though it is really an 
excellent plan and ha§ its inspiration 
in a beautiful idea. Memorial avenues 
in honor of those who lost their lives in 
the war have been planted in various 
places in thqJLJnited States, and it is 
likely that many more of them will be 
planted. There is certainly no impro­ 
priety in doing honor in somewhat the 
same way to the boys who offered 
their lives 
and 
came 
through the 
struggle; and if the plan should be 
carried out, the various highways 
would be roads of which this country 
could be proud for more reasons than 
one and which would probably be the 
means of working a highly desirable 
change in American practice in the 
very important matter of road-mak- 
ing. 
At present in making roads in this 
country— at least in large sections of 
the country— our .tendency is to cut 
down the trees rather than to plant 
trees along the roads. Various reasons 
for this practice are given. Sometimes 
it is defended on the ground that the 
trees stand too close to the roadside 
or that the roadbed has to be widen­ 
ed ; sometimes on the ground that the 
shade cast by the trees is bad for the 
roadbed. 
How much real merit there 
is in these excuses we do not know, Jmt 
the promoters of the plan mentioned 
point to the fact that in many Euro­ 
pean countries, 
France for instance, 
the roads are better than ours and are 
lined with trees. 
They are certainly 
much more beautiful than ours, and it 
is the trees that 
make 
them more 
beautiful. 
There is no good reason why Eu­ 
rope should hqve beautiful tree-bor­ 
dered roads that are better roads than 
our ugly treeless ones. 
Perhaps the 
memorial highways plan, if it can be 
carried out, will make us realize how 
well worth while it will be to change 
our practice in this respect.

M ay Appeal to Courts. 
Washington, May 19.—Soon after 
the news was received here that 
the federal labor board at Chicago 
would announce June I wage reduc­ 
tions applying to all cases submit­ 
ted to it prior to April 18, repre­ 
sentatives of the I million unskill­ 
ed workers affected began to lay 
their plans to meet such an emer­ 
gency.

The strength of a full-grown orang 
outang is enormous. I have seen one 
bend a 1-inch steel bar as though it 
were made of rubber. If lie can brace 
himself properly, with plenty of room 
to exert his entire strength, he can 
fiend almost anything; but between 
bending a bar and breaking a rope by 
pulling, there is a great deal of dif­ 
ference. A rattan rope will hold him, 
though a simple menagerie cage may 
not give him any more trouble than 
a paper hoop. 
I 
The strength of the orang-outang, or 
“wild man,” as the name means in 
Malay, is largely in his arms. 
The 
arms of a mias—the breed that we 
were after in Borneo—measure ten 
feet or more from tip to tip. The mias 
type, which is next in size to the goril­ 
la, is somewhat larger than the or­ 
dinary breed. 
It is distinguished by 
a darker color and by folds of skin 
at each side of the face. 
Its body, 
from shoulders to hips, is about the 
size of a man's. 
It has short, unde­ 
veloped legs, long fingers and thumbs 
th a t are mere stubs. 
An orang-outang never travels on 
the ground when he can swing from 
tree to tree, and, since there are very 
few open ^spaces in the jungle, he 
seldom reaches ground except when he 
goes down to get something. He can 
swing incredible distances, hurtling 
through tile air and catching branches 
with perfect accuracy. 
Orang-outangs usually live in col­ 
onies numbering from 40 to 60, and the 
largest and most powerful is chief. 
They make their homes on platforms 
in the branches of trees and they build 
tile platforms by breakiug off limbs 
and putting them crisscross. In mating 
season the male and female live to­ 
gether, but the couples separate after 
the young are born. The mother takes 
care of them and the father goes off 
about his business.—Charles Mayer in 
Asia Magazine. 


INSECTS MAKE LEAVES ‘WALK’ 


Queer Creatures Responsible for OdcL 
Belief That Has Long Been Held 
in Australia. 


There are some strange leaves in 
Australia which the people used to 
think could walk aloue. 
Whenever 
there carne a gust of wind these queer 
leaves blew off in a perfect shower. 
As "leaves generally do, they turned 
over and over, and rested up'ori the 
ground. 
Then they would seem to 
crawl toward the trunk of the tree 
from which they fell. Since that time 
it has been found that these leaves, 
as they were thought to be, were real 
insects aud lived upon those Very 
trees. Their bodies are thin and flat 
and their wings veined, just like a 
leaf, lf they are disturbed their legs, 
which are folded away under their 
bodies, leave their whole shape ex­ 
actly like the leaf of a tree, with stem 
and all. Bright green in the summer, 
these singular little insects, chame­ 
leon-like, slowly change their color to 
a dingy brown, just like a leaf that 
has been frosted. 
It is strange that* 
with wings, they do not fly, but rath­ 
er walk or crawl along the ground. 


Queen Liked Her' Ale Strong. 
The City of London Brewery com­ 
pany, whose premises are offered for 
sale, claim to be the only brewery in 
the city of London existing from the 
time of Queen Elizabeth, and it is 
quite possible that the queen occasion­ 
ally sampled their brew.

Testing Material In Cloth. 
Mixtures of cotton and wool may 
be tested by raveling a bit of cloth 
and burning two of the threads, one 
running with the selvage, the other 
crosswise to It. 
The cotton thread 
burns quickly with a flame and smells 
like wood; wool chars slowly4 without 
a flame and smells like burning hair. 
Shoddy, or remanufactured wool, is 
often used with wool. 
This can be 
detected by raveling out a bit of the 
material, 
when short broken fibers 
may be seen. 
In general, a woolen 
material which has cotton in it will 
btcome more wrinkled when wet than 
all-wool goods.

Conjunction of the Rising of the Dbg^ 
Star and the Sun Doesn't Bring 
Extreme Heat. 


“Dog days” was the name given by 
astronomers to the 20 days before and 
20 days after the rising of the dog- 
star, or Sirius, with the sun. This 
period is reckoned at present from the . 
3d of July to the lith of August. 
For years it was the accepted opin- j 
ion that this conjunction of the rising j 
of the dog-star and the sun was one ; 
of the causes for the extreme heat of | 
the an miner. This conjunction, how-j 
ever, does not occur at the same time 
in all latitudes, nor is it constant in 
the same region for a long period; 
hence there is much variation as to 
the limits of the dog-star period. 
It is a mere coincidence that the 
rising of Sirius and the sun occurs | 
during the hottest season of the year 
just now. In time, astronomers say, 
it will take place in the midst of win­ 
ter. 
Sirius is called the d o g ear because 
It is the brightest luminary in the con-1 
fellation “eanis major* or Greater 
Dog.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.
